M. Dz 
TOCQUEVILLE very justly regards “the 
tyranny of the numerical majority” as the 
most implacable and vindictive of rulers. 
Not only the vengeance of the one, but of 
the many, has to be gratified. Itis not 
only the vindictive passions of a single 
mouarch or of an oligarchy that has to be 
appeased, but the angry cry of the major- 
ity, wbo are generally the dupes of the 
most inflammatory demagogues, has to be 
heard and heeded. 

This has been the case from the period 
when the republics of Greece flourished 
down to the present time. Unless the 
triumpbant party is controlled and hedged 
by deep and fixed principles of law, it 
sweens over the country with the blight 
and ruin of the simoon. In the one case 
the mere passing wave of despotism 
desolates for,a time, but the dismantled 
forests are again crowned with foliage and 
the earth stripped of vegetation biooms 
and blossoma aa before; but, in the other, 
we are leit only in the midst of an unprof- 
itable desert, or a pestilential marsh. 
Ricnakp the Third, Henry the Eighth 
and James the Second all succeeded in 
establishing the most odious and revolting 
tyrannies but the fundamental laws of 
England were not changed. The despot- 
em lasted only during the reign of these 
arbitrary and capricious sovereigns, bat 
at their death or overthrow public ftree- 
dom again ran in its wonted consuetudina-~ 
ry channels; the ancient privileges of the 
people revived, and the liberties of En- 
glishmen were as extensive as ever.
